Summary of Contents 


Retail Trade in October Page 685 

The money value of sales reported was 44 per 
cent. higher than in October 1936, and the increase 
was shared among six of the seven districts. Sales 
of food and perishables rose by 89 per cent., but 
those of other merchandise declined by 0:7 per cent. 
Total sales for the nine months February-October 
exceeded those of the corresponding period of 1936 
by 7:7 per cent. The index number of sales con- 
tinued to rise and for October was 127, an advance 
of 19 points since August. Stocks at the end of 
October were valued at 7-4 per cent. more than at 
a year earlier. Employment was 2°9 per cent. 
greater. 


Retail Milk Distribution Page 688 

A Report by the Food Council on their inquiry 
into the costs and profits of retail milk distribution 
in Great Britain is outlined and the Council’s con- 
clusions on the present position and future possi- 
bilities are summarised. 


British Coal Mining inSeptember Quarter Page 689 


Output of saleable coal in September quarter, at 
57-6 million tons, was 34 million tons larger than in 
the third quarter of 1936, and was the highest in any 
September quarter since 1929. Shipments abroad 
totalled nearly 15} million tons, or 2} million tons 
more than a year earlier. The quantity available for 
home consumption, at 414 million tons, was about 
13 million tons more. Employment improved 
steadily, there being a net increase of 31,300 wage- 
earners as compared with a year earlier, and working 
time in the pits was better than in any September 
quarter since 1924. The average value of all coal 
exported during the quarter was 19s. 2d. per ton, 
as compared with 17s. 2d. in the third quarter of 
last year and was higher than in any quarter since 
1927. Figures so far recorded show an increase 
in production costs of 7d., while proceeds were 4d. 
more than in the June quarter, indicating a credit 
balance of about 8d. per ton. 


Passenger Movement by Sea Page 693 


Returns for the first three quarters of 1937 show 
that the number of passengers travelling from the 
United Kingdom to non-European countries was 
223,226, as compared with 216,405 in the first nine 
months of 1936, while the movement in the opposite 
direction was 239,348, as against 240,775. Persons 
of British nationality who arrived in the United 
Kingdom exceeded those who left by 20,394, as 
compared with an inward balance of 24,930 in the 
corresponding period of last year. The number of 
British emigrants to non-European countries was 
21,765, as against 20,075, and that of immigrants of 
British nationality into the United Kingdom 17,739, 
or 1,472 more than in the first three quarters of 1937. 


British West African Imports Page 698 

The British Dependencies in West Africa provide 
a very favourable market for United Kingdom goods, 
writes one of H.M. Trade Commissioners. At the 
present time all of them are enjoying minor booms 
and the African population is more prosperous than 
for several years. The natives have a good sense of 
values and appreciation of quality. 


British Postal Traffic Page 699 


Average daily receipts in October 1937 showed an 
increase of 3:2 per cent. as compared with October 
1936. Compared with the average for the corre- 
sponding period of 1924-34 (except 1926) the rise 
was 17:2 per cent. 


Our Economic Position Pages 70/-70) 
Tables illustrating the economic position in th 
United Kingdom give figures for October in com.

RETAIL TRADE IN OCTOBER 


COMPARISON OF 


In continuation of the statistics relating to retail 
trade prepared by the Bank of England* there is given 
on page 687 a table showing the relation of sales in 
Qetober 1937 to sales in the corresponding period of 
1936. Index numbers} showing the relation of certain 
sles in October 1937 to average daily sales in 1933 
ae given in a further table. 


Figures are also given comparing the value, at cost, 
af stocks held and the number of persons employed 
at the end of October 1937 with those for the same date 
in 1936. A smaller number of concerns supply this 
information; the co-operative societies in particular at 
present report sales only. 


COMPARABILITY OF PUBLISHED WITH 
INDIVIDUAL STATISTICS 


Metuop or AbJusTinG Non-CoMPARABLE FIGURES 


In comparing sales figures for individual concerns 
vith the published results it should be remembered 
that retailers use a variety of accounting periods and 
iso that the number of selling days in any calendar 
month varies from year to year. Returns have there- 
fore to be adjusted to some extent in order to render 
the sales for 1936 and 1937 comparable when combined 
into district or other totals. Almost all contributors 
now report regularly the number of days on which 
xlling took place in their shops during the period to 
which their figures relate. On each return, therefore, 
the 1936 sales are corrected, where necessary, by the 
appropriate amount to make them comparable with 
1937, so far as length of period is concerned. 


VARIETY OF ACCOUNTING PERIODS 


Some idea of the variety in the accounting periods 
wed by contributors may be gained from the following 
ummary of a recent analysis. A fact which should 
always be borne in mind is the difficulty of securing 
adequate representation of the smaller individual 
trader. For this reason returns relating to food and 
perishables come predominantly from the retail co- 
operative societies and multiple organisations. A large 
majority of these returns relate to groups of weeks, in 
general (but not universally) grouped as follows: four 
fo the first month of the calendar quarter, four to 
the second and five to the third. Of the remaining 
multiples in the total trade sample, over 80 per cent. 
also. use a group of weeks as their accounting period. 
The general practice among department stores and 
drapery establishments, however, is to use the calendar

month, only 20 per cent. of the stores and 25 per cent. 
of the drapers making returns for a group of weeks. 
These are the major differences of practice. The 
remaining forms show other variations, any analysis of 
which must necessarily be omitted from this brief 
survey. 


The effect of these variations is that whenever the 
calendar month contains a different number of selling 
days in the past from that in the current year, adjust- 
ments (as described above) have to be made on most 
of the returns from stores and drapery establishments 
and on some of those from other shops. In March, 
April, May and June (the months in which the Easter 
and Whitsun holidays fall) forms from the co-opera- 
tive societies and the remaining multiples, etc., may 
also have to be adjusted. Adjustments for differences 
in the number of selling days may be imperfect where 
a return relates to the sales of a number of shops in 
different towns, but the error involved is not likely to 
affect the published figures. 


It seems unlikely that the practice among retailers 
will become much more uniform in the immediate 
future, and the present expedient of adjusting the 
period in the past year to correspond with the number 
of selling days reported in the current year will there- 
fore continue to be employed in preparing the published 
comparisons. 


TREATMENT OF TRADE IN NEWLY OPENED OR CLOSED 
BRANCHES AND DEPARTMENTS 


It must also be remembered that the figures refer, 
as far as possible, only to the trade of branches or 
departments which have been established for a year 
at least and which were therefore actually in operation 
in the two months for which the return is made. The 
object of this is to minimise the danger of showing as 
a general expansion of sales in any district movements 
which are not representative of average operating 
results and which possibly reflect transfers of trade 
from established to newly-opened concerns. Once 
the new branch or department can report its own sales 
not only for the month in the current year but also fgr 
the same month a year earlier, the percentage move- 
ments recorded should not be seriously affected, but as 
the first comparisons will be with a period of expand- 
ing sales the published statistics will have a favourable 
bias. 


CORRECTIONS FOR DIFFERENCES BETWEEN OCTOBER 1936 
AND OcToBER 1937 


Corrections for differences in length of period in the 
two months under review were fairly numerous, as the 
number of selling days in the calendar month was one 
day fewer in 1937 than in 1936. 


SALES 
CoMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus EARLIER 


October.—The money value of sales reported for 
October 1937 was 4-4 per cent. higher than that for

October 1936. Sales expanded by percentages ranging 
from 46 to 80 in six of the seven districts; the only 
decrease was 5°6 per cent. in Central and West End 
London, where sales were lower than a year earlier in 
almost every category of merchandise shown in the 
table. As in the previous three months the Midlands 
and South Wales showed the largest increase. 


Sales of food and perishables, amounting to approxi- 
mately 55 per cent. of the total value reported, rose 
by 89 per cent. The district increases exceeded 8 per 
cent. in every district except Central and West End 
London, where the change was negligible. 


Sales of other merchandise declined by 0:7 per cent., 
October being the first month since September 1933 
for which a decline has been recorded, apart from dis- 
turbances caused by the varying dates of the Easter 
and Whitsun holidays. This division, however, had 
improved to a marked degree in October 1936, when for 
the first time since January of that year increases were 
recorded for each separate main category in Great 
Britain as a whole. Both London districts showed a 
drop in sales last month, amounting to 6:1 per cent. in 
the Central and West End area and to 2°4 per cent. 
in the Suburbs. The Midlands and South Wales (3-7 
per cent.) led in this division of merchandise as also 
in food and perishables. Reports from retailers suggest 
that the mild weather in October 1937 caused pur- 
chases of winter apparel to be postponed, though this 
does not appear evident in footwear, sales of which 
were higher by 6-2 per cent. on the whole and expanded 
in every district except Central and West End London. 
The heaviest decrease (5°8 per cent.) was for men’s 
and boys’ wear, sales declining in all seven districts, 
the fall being particularly heavy (12-0 per cent.) in 
Central and West End London. The improvement in 
the piece-goods section during recent months was inter- 
rupted in October by a fall of 0°8 per cent. 


February-October.—Total sales for the nine months 
February-October 1937 exceeded those for the corre- 
sponding period of 1936 by 7°7 per cent. Advances 
were recorded for all seven districts, the greatest being 
10:0 per cent. for the Midlands and South Wales and 
the least, 3-7 per cent. for Central and West End 
London. The increase was more marked (9°2 per cent.) 
in food and perishables than in other merchandise (5-9 
per cent.). Sports and travel goods remained the only 
category in which sales were lower in value than in the 
corresponding period of 1936. The largest increase 
(9°6 per cent.) was in respect of boots and shoes. 


A comparison of the sales movements for these nine 
months in the London postal area and in the rest of 
Great Britain is given in Table III. The difference 
between the two geographical divisions was more 
marked at the end of October than at the end of July, 
for while the advance over the corresponding period 
in 1936 was 85 per cent. in Provincial England and 
Wales and 73 per cent. in London at the end of the 
half-year, the corresponding figures for the nine months 
were 83 and 60 per cent. The advantage lay with 
the Provinces rather than with London in all kinds of 
merchandise shown, with the exception of hardware 
and sports and travel goods. The only decrease in the 
table is shown for the last-named category in the Pro- 
vincial division, and amounted to 4°7 per cent.

The seasonal rise in total sales from the low level ¢ 
August continued in October and in conjunction with 
the advance over 1936 brought the index to 127. Th 
increase from August to October in the last six year 
has been as follows :—

In October 1987 the lowest figure was 117 for Centr! 
and West End London and the highest 180 for Pr. 
vincial England and Wales. 


The index for food and perishables was 130, the 
advance from the September level amounting to ? 
points only. The October index was lowest (108) in 
Central and West End London and highest (136) in the 
Suburban area, 


The rise in other merchandise was much smaller 
than in 1986. In 1987 the index for October (122) was 
14 points higher than for September, whereas in 193 
the corresponding movement was 24 points. The index 
for Provincial England and Wales, 126, was higher 
than those for the two London districts, 119 and 1li 
respectively, and also than that for Seotland, 117. 


STOCKS 

The total value of stocks at the end of October was 
7:4 per cent. higher in 1937 than in 1936. Increases 
were recorded for all seven districts and varied from 55 
per cent. for the North-West to 88 per cent. for 
Central and West End London. Stocks of food and 
perishables were higher by 8:4 per cent., a percentage 
corresponding fairly closely to the rise of 8-9 per cent. 
in sales of that division. Stocks of other merchandise 
were higher as a whole by 7:4 per cent. and by a 
much as 15:7 per cent. in miscellaneous and unallo- 
cated goods. This last category, however, is apt to 
show wide fluctuations. The figures for fancy depart 
ments (13°5 per cent.), hardware (13-2 per cent.) 
sports and travel (11:9 per cent.) and furnishing depatt- 
ments (10°8 per cent.) were also considerably in excess 
of those recorded a year ago. There was no decline in 
any category. 


EMPLOYMENT 


The total number of persons reported as employed 
in those retail shops for which this information was 
supplied was 29 per cent. greater at the end o 
October 1937 than a year earlier. The sample last 
month was possibly less representative than usual, for 
certain contributors, who found it difficult to complete 
their return by the rather early date for receipt, 
omitted employment statistics. There was a negligible 
decline (0°1 per cent.) in the total numbers for 
Suburban London. Increases elsewhere ranged from 
0-7 per cent. in the North-West to 5°0 per cent. in the 
North-East. Sclling staffs (reported by a smaller 
number of contributors than total staffs) were large 
by 88 per cent. and increased in all seven districts. 
The number of juveniles was also higher, 103 pe 
cent., and likewise expanded in all parts of the 


country.

COSTS AND PROFITS OF RETAIL MILK DISTRIBUTION IN GREAT BRITAIN 
REPORT BY FOOD COUNCIL 


A Report by the Food Council to the President of 
the Board of Trade on their inquiry into the costs and 
profits of retail milk distribution in Great Britain has 
been published by H.M. Stationery Office. Copies are 
obtainable either direct from H.M. Stationery Office, 
at the addresses given at the foot of page 1 of the 
cover of this Journal, or through any bookseller, price 
9d. net, 10d. post free. 

The main objects of the Food Council’s inquiry were 
to examine the extent and the causes of the differences 
between the financial results, per gallon of milk sold, 
of various businesses; to ascertain whether retail milk 
distributors were, on the whole, making an unduly high 
rate of net profit or rendering unnecessarily expensive 
services; and to consider the possibility of eliminating 
any such services and achieving, generally, a more 
economical retail distribution of milk. 

After briefly describing the services performed by 
distributors and explaining the principles which were 
adopted in arriving at the figures quoted by the 
Council, the Report proceeds to consider the most 
important factors responsible for differences in working 
costs as between one business and another. In this 
connection comparison is made between the working 
costs of a number of different businesses. 

The Council next consider whether it is possible to 
form a definite opinion as to the margin which should 
be adequate under existing conditions of the trade to 
meet the expenses and to cover the profit of the reason- 
ably efficient distributor working under reasonably 
economic conditions. In making their observations on 
this matter they draw attention to wide differences in 
the circumstances affecting various types of business. 

The Council then discuss the possibility of achieving 
more economical distribution. They refer to criticisms 
which have been made of the present distributive 
system and consider questions such as the excessive 
number of distributors and the effect on costs of such 
features as two deliverics a dav and the use of half- 
pint bottles. 

The Council 
follows : — 


summarise their conclusions as 


PRESENT Posit1on 


(a) The minimum distributors’ margins which are 
operative are such as to permit of the Co-operative 
Societies making a high rate of profit on turnover. 
This will presumably afford to the Societies the oppor- 
tunity of extending their trade at the expense of pro- 
prietary businesses, since they will either return their 
surplus to customers in the form of ‘ divi.’ or use it 
for the purpose of reducing prices of uncontrolled 
articles. 

(b) As regards the proprietary concerns, the rates of 
profit on turnover differ very widely. Some businesses 
are making a more than liberal rate of profit; many 
others are making a modest rate of profit; while some 
are actually making a net loss. 


(c) Distributors have called attention to the fact 
that, subsequent to the financial periods dealt with in 
this Report, costs generally have tended to rise. It is 
on this ground that, under the terms of the Milk 
Marketing Board’s contract for the year 1937-38, dis- 
tributors have obtained an average increase of 4d. per 
gallon in the margin between the wholesale buying 
prices and the minimum retail prices. 


(d) The number of milk distributors in the industry, 
taking the country as a whole, is excessive; and this 
must add to the average distributing cost. Redun- 
dancy of distributors in any area results in their trying 
to extend their trade further afield with a consequent 
increase of distributive costs. The higher the costs of 
distribution in general, the wider will be the margin 
which the distributing industry will demand. 


(e) There is much overlapping, quite apart from that 
due to any excess in the numbers of distributors. 





This overlapping is responsible for much uneconomi 
expenditure. 

(f) Excessive competition is in part responsible fo 
distributors giving services which in a number of 
cases are unnecessarily elaborate and which add 
operating costs. Competition in price is prevented by 
the fixing of minimum retail prices, and this may tend 
to increase still further the competition in services, 


(g) In the main the distributors’ margins have bee 
fixed in various areas by reference to the population 
and without relation to services rendered. In indiyi. 
dual cases this means that distributors performing 4 
simple and therefore relatively inexpensive service in 
any particular area are allowed margins which hay 
been fixed by reference to a more elaborate service 
and which for the distributors performing the mor 
simple services are excessive. 


(h) The fact that in all districts minimum margins 
are in operation must in general be detrimental to the 


consumer, as it must prevent, in some districts, g 
lowering of the retail price, particularly in those 
districts where the services performed are leg 


elaborate than elsewhere. 


Future PossIsititigs 


(a) Although, subject to the special position of the 
Co-operative Societies, it cannot be said that present 
margins afford to the distributive trade as a whole an 
excessive rate of profit on turnover, the fact remains 
that the average cost of distribution would be lower 
were the number of distributors in the industry not 
excessive. 

(b) An obvious method of effecting some reduction 
in distributive margins would be to free retail prices 
from any control. This would institute a competition 
in price which at present does not exist and would 
presumably lead to a lowering of the retail price by 
some distributors to the benefit of consumers. This 
would tend to reduce the number of distributors, and 
consequently the average costs of distribution, by 
allowing the distributors who remained to operate on 
average at a lower level of cost through achieving 
higher gallonages per round. 


(c) An alternative method, which would have similar 
results, would be to make operative some reduction in 
the minimum distributive margins, 


(d) While some reduction in the average distributive 
margin (and therefore in the retail price) could be 
achieved by measures such as those referred to in (b) 
and (c) above, far more important reductions could be 
brought about by measures designed to effect some 
rationalisation of the industry. 

Economies which could reasonably be looked for #8 
a& consequence of rationalisation would include the 
following :— 

(1) Savings by reason of the concentration of proces 
ing and distributing depots. 

(2) Savings by reason of the concentration of rounds. 

(3) Savings resulting from a reduction in the number 
of shops in various areas. 

(4) Decreased costs incidental to book debts and their 
collection. 

(5) Reduction in expenses of advertising. 

(6) Economies resulting from possible simplification of 
services. 


Rationalisation could be effected either 
(1) voluntarily by the industry itself ; 
(2) compulsorily by legislation ; or 
(3) by some combination of these two methods. 


It is obviously desirable that any measures of ration 
alisation should, as far as possible, be effected with the 
good will and co-operation of the distributive industry 
itself.’’

BRITISH COAL MINING 


INDUSTRY 


THE THIRD QUARTER OF 1937 


The output of saleable coal during the past quarter 
mounted to 57°6 million tons, or 3 million tons less 
than in the previous quarter, but 34 million tons more 
han in the corresponding quarter last year. It was 
ie highest output in any September quarter since 
1929, when 62:8 million tons were produced. 

Shipments abroad (including foreign bunkers and the 
wal-equivalent of coke and manufactured fuel ex- 
yrted) during the quarter amounted to nearly 15} 
nillion tons, 13 million tons more than in the previous 
quarter, and 2 million tons more than in the third 
quarter of 1936. The quantity of coal available for 
onsumption in Great Britain was 414 million tons, 
yhich was 4% million tons less than during the June 
yarter, but about 1} million tons more than in the 
september quarter of 1936. The quantity so available 
jr the first nine months of the year was nearly 135 
uillion tons, which is greater than the figure for the 
wmesponding period in any year since 1927. 

The position as regards employment is steadily im- 
proving. All districts except Derby, Notts and Leices- 
wt, and Stafford, Salop, Worcester and Warwick 
showed increases as compared with a year ago, the net 
rsult being an increase of 31,300 wage-earners. Work- 
ag time at the pits, which averaged 634 days, was 
}days less than during the previous quarter, but 3} 
days more than for the corresponding quarter of last 
yar. The pits worked better time than in any Sep- 
ember quarter since 1924. Taking into account the 
wmbers employed and the time worked, the volume of 
employment during the quarter was 4 per cent. less 
thn during the June quarter, but 10 per cent. higher 
than during the September quarter of 1936. 

The usual seasonal increase in pithead prices of 
household coal became operative as from 1 September. 
the average declared value of all coal exported during 
the quarter was 19s. 2d., as compared with 18s. 6d. for 
the June quarter and 17s. 2d. for the corresponding 
quarter of 1936, and was higher than in any quarter 
incee March 1927. : 

In Belgium, where imports of coking coal have been 
ee of both quota and licence tax since January last, 
the monthly quota for imports of other industrial and 
domestic coals was increased as from 1 August, on 
vhich date also the import licence tax of 7°5 franes and 
ifrancs per ton, respectively, on these latter classes of 
wal was removed. In the first three quarters this year 
aports of United Kingdom coal have shown a consider- 
ible increase over the corresponding figures of last year, 
ind in the quarter under review exports were greater 
than in the previous quarter. 

The quota for imports of United Kingdom coal and 
ke into the German Customs Area showed little 
thange from the previous quarter, while exports con- 
‘inued to improve. 

Shipments to Italy increased from under a_half- 
nillion tons in the previous quarter to over three- 
juarters of a million tons, and there were also con- 
‘iderable increases in exports to France and to the 
Northern European countries. 


Output 


The quantity of saleable coal raised was 57°6 million 
‘ons, as compared with 60-7 million tons in the previous 
quarter and 54-0 million tons in the corresponding 
qwarter of 1986. 

As compared with the June quarter there were in- 
teases of 284,000 tons in South Wales and Monmouth 
30 per cent.), 189,000 tons in Durham (2°3 per cent.), 
8,000 tons in Northumberland (1:3 per cent.), and a 
wgligible amount in ‘‘Other English Districts.’”’ The 
‘maining districts recorded substantial decreases rang- 
4g from 829,000 tons in Lancashire, Cheshire and 
North Wales (7-8 per cent.) up to 1,433,000 tons in 
‘orkshire (12°3 per cent.), where output was affected 
'y disputes. 





As compared with the September quarter of 1936, 
output increased in all districts except Stafford, Salop, 
Worcester and Warwick. The increases varied from 
41,000 tons in Scotland (0°5 per cent.) to 1,587,000 tons 
in South Wales and Monmouth (19-4 per cent.).

NuMBERS EMPLOYED 


The average number of wage-earners on the colliery 
books was 780,300, as compared with 777,700 during 
the previous quarter and 749,000 in the third quarter 
of 1936. 


As compared with the June quarter, the main 
changes were in South Wales and Monmouthshire and 
Durham, where there were increases of 2,600 and 1,500, 
respectively. As compared with the corresponding 
quarter of 1936, the only districts to show decreases 
were Derby, Nottingham and Leicester, and Stafford, 
Salop, Worcester and Warwick. Of the other districts 
the greatest improvement in employment took place in 
South Wales and Monmouth (12,400), Durham (9,200), 
Scotland (4,300) and Yorkshire (3,600).

CONSUMPTION OF CoAL AT HoME 


The quantity of coal available for consumption in 
Great Britain during the quarter, which amounted to 
41} million tons, was 4% million tons less than in the 
June quarter, but about 1} million tons more than in 
the September quarter of 1936. 


These figures represent the tonnage of coal produced 
and imported, less the tonnage shipped abroad and to 
Northern Ireland, but make no allowance for changes 
in the stocks of coal held by producers and consumers. 


SELLING PRICES 


Quotations for household coal in London markets 
showed the customary seasonal increase, but export 
quotations declined slightly. The average declared 
value of all coal exported during the past quarter was 
198. 2d. per ton f.o.b., which is higher than in any

WAGES 


The trading results during the period governing wages 
in the third quarter of 1937 showed increases in all 
Districts (for which information is available) over the 
corresponding period of 1936. 


The result has been that those Districts which have 
been able to pay wages above the minimum throughout 
the quarter (Nottingham, Leicester, Warwick, Lanca- 
shire and Cheshire and Somerset (Radstock) ) have paid 
higher wages than in the corresponding quarter of 1936. 


In other Districts (Northumberland, North Derby, 
South Derby, Cannock Chase, North Stafford and Scot- 
land) wages were above the minimum during part of 
the quarter, but declined, and at the end of the three 
months were back on the minimum. In Scotland, how- 
ever, the minimum was higher than a year ago. 


Of the remaining Districts, South Wales and Mon- 
mouth, Durham, Forest of Dean and Cumberland, 
wages were paid at minimum rates throughout the 
period, but the minima were higher than in the third 
quarter of 1936. 


In Yorkshire, South Stafford, Kent, North Wales and 
Bristol, wages remained at the minimum rates, which 
were the same as in the corresponding period of 1936. 


The average cash earnings per shift of all classes 
throughout the coalfields are estimated to have been 
10s. 8d., or nearly 2d. less than in the previous quarter, 
but Sd. more than a year ago. 


Costs oF PRopUCTION AND PROCEEDS 
(Second Quarter of 1937) 


The total (net) costs of production of coal commer- 
cially disposable during the second quarter of 1937 
were 981d. per ton higher, and proceeds 0°53d. per 
ton lower than in the previous quarter. On balance, 
revenue exceeded expenditure by 11°08d. per ton as 
compared with 1s. 9°42d. per ton in the previous 
quarter and 481d. per ton in the corresponding quarter 
of 1936.

Table I on page 695 gives particulars of the numbers 

of passengers (including emigrants and immigrants) 
sho travelled directly between the United Kingdom 
md places out of Europe during each of the three 
yarters and the twelve months ended September 
1937 and 1936. The number of passengers travelling 
fom the United Kingdom to non-European countries 
inereased from 216,405 in the first nine months of 1936 
iy 223,226 this year; in the movement in the opposite 
jirection there was a decrease from 240,775 to 239,348. 
The aggregate inward and outward movement in the 
twelve months ended September 1937 was about 
9,000 more than a year earlier, notwithstanding a 
rduction in that period of about 13,000 in the aggre- 
gate numbers leaving on and returning from pleasure 
mises. A decrease of 12,000 in the numbers trav elling 
m pleasure cruises in the September 1937 quarter 
is compared with a year earlier was mainly respon- 
ible for a reduction of 15,000 in the aggregate number 
it inward and outward passengers in that quarter. 


British PASSENGERS 


The returns relating to the passenger traffic between 

the United Kingdom and places outside Europe and 
wt within the Mediterranean Sea show that the 
wmber of persons of British nationality who arrived 
inthe United Kingdom as passengers from such coun- 
ites during the nine months ended September 1937 
exceeded the number who left the United Kingdom as 
passengers for those countries by 20,394, as compared 
wth an inward balance of 24,930 in the first nine 
nonths of 1986. During the twelve months ended 
September 1937 an inward balance of 5,250 British 
passengers was recorded, as compared with an inward 
wlance of 9,361 in the previous twelve months. 

Grouped according to the countries of immediate 
lestination, the movement of British subjects during 
the first nine months of 1937 shows, as for each year 
ubsequent to 1930, an inward balance from each part 
ithe British Empire for which particulars are regu- 
aly recorded, and also from the United States and 
fom all other foreign countries taken together. These 
inward balances amounted to 4,731 from Australia, 
2 from New Zealand, 2,382 from British South 
Atria, 3,743 from India (including Ceylon), 3,118 
tom the group ‘‘ Other British Countries,’’ 2,681 from 
the United States and 8,844 from the group ‘‘ Other 
Foreign Countries.”” In the case of British North 
America the outward and inward movements were 
‘pproximately equal. As compared with the corre- 
ponding period of 1936 the inward balances were larger 
tthe case of Australia, British South Africa and 
‘Other Foreign Countries,’’ but for other destinations 
they were smaller, the reductions for British North 
Amerien and the United States being about 2,800 and 
600, respectively. 

As regards the movement in the September quarter, 
here was a balance outward of 14,812 British pas- 
*ngers in 1937, as compared with an outward balance 
9.803 a year earlier, each destination group record- 
ga net movement outward in both periods except 
‘he group of ‘‘ Other Foreign Countries ”’ this year. 


ALIEN PASSENGERS 


In the movement of aliens between this country 
id non-European countries during the first nine 
months of 1937 an outward balance of 4,272 was 
*eorded, as compared with an outward balance of 560 
it the corresponding period of 1936. It should be

noted, particularly in connection with the statistics 
relating to alien passengers, that the figures of the 
passenger movement are inclusive of passengers who 
pass through the United Kingdom on their way 
between Europe and non-European countries. 

The statistics in respect of aliens, which are com- 
piled by the Home Office, show that the number of 
passengers of United States nationality who landed 
in the United Kingdom from all places abroad (includ- 
ing those arriving from European ports) and were 
recorded as visitors on holiday, tourists, etc., num- 
bered 85,587 in the first nine months of 1937, as com- 
pared with 70,125 in the corresponding period of 1986. 
Persons travelling on business or for pleasure are not 
separately distinguished in the Board of Trade returns, 
but the numbers of alien passengers who disembarked 
at United Kingdom ports from United States ports, 
after deducting those described as ‘‘ immigrants ’’+ 
from the United States, were 60,343 and 54,146, respec- 
tively, in the first nine months of 1937 and 1936. The 
arrivals of British passengers from United States ports, 
after deducting the ‘‘ immigrants,’’ were 29,840 and 
28,724, respectively. 


PASSENGER MOVEMENT BETWEEN THE 
UNITED KINGDOM AND THE CONTINENT

The following table shows the movement to and 
from the Continent of Europe, distinguishing the 
number of persons who travelled by sea and by air.

The figures of arrivals and depar- 
tures do not, of course, relate to the number of 
separate individuals who arrived or departed, but repre- 
sent the total numbers of outward and inward voyages 
made by such passengers in the course of the periods 
mentioned.

The increase in activity shown in the passenger 
movement between the United Kingdom and other 
countries was shown also in that between the United 
Kingdom and the Irish Free State, there having been a 
continuous increase since 1933. The aggregate number 
carried in the twelve months ended September 1937 
(1,033,000) was about 374,000 more than in the 
calendar year 1924 (the first year for which these statis- 
tics are available). The figures show a continuous 
marked increase in the numbers carried by air. The 
inward balance was about the same in the first nine 
months of this year as in the corresponding period 
of 1936. 


EMIGRATION 


Emigrants.—The British subjects who were recorded 
as leaving permanent residence in the United King- 
dom to take up permanent residence in non-European 
countries numbered 21,765 in the first nine months of 
1937, as compared with 20,075 in the corresponding 
period of 1936. Residence for a year or more is treated 
as permanent residence for the purpose of this classi- 
fication. The number of British emigrants to the 
British Empire during the first nine months of 1937 
was 17,739, being 1,472 more than a year earlier. Apart 
from India (including Ceylon), where the numbers were 
about the same, each division of the British Empire 
showed an increase, the largest (470) being in respect 
of British North America. There was an increase of 
514 in the number of British emigrants to the United 
States but a reduction of nearly 300 in the case of 
‘* other foreign countries.’’ Comparing the movement 
of British emigrants to all parts of the Empire during 
the twelve months ended September 1937 and Septem- 
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ber 1936, an increase of 1,800 is shown in the mop 
recent period. 


Immigrants.—The total number of immigrants ¢ 
British nationality into the United Kingdom duriy 
the first nine months of 1937 was 34,051, being 3,64 
less than the number who arrived during the first nin 
months of 1936. The corresponding total for the twely, 
months ended September 1937 was 43,633, represent. 
ing a decrease of 2,955, compared with the total for th 
preceding twelve months. For the British Empire x 
a whole the reduction in immigration in the first nix 
months of 1937 was about 2,100, India (includiy 
Ceylon) accounting for about one-half of this decrease 
while in the case of foreign countries the reduction wa 
nearly 1,500, the movement from the United State 
decreasing by about 1,000. 


Net Migration.—The excess of 12,286 British imm. 
grants over emigrants recorded for the nine months 
ended September 1937 was about 5,000 less than ip 
the corresponding period of 1936; comparing the excex 
in the twelve months ended September with that ¢ 
a year earlier, the decrease was about the same. The 
net movement from or to this country during each 
quarter of 1935 and 1936 and the first three quarters o!

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BRITISH WEST AFRICA 
THE MARKET FOR UNITED KINGDOM GOODS 


The British Dependencies in West Africa provide a 
very favourable market for United Kingdom goods, 
*writes one of H.M. Trade Commissioners, following a 
tour of those territories. 


Preferential tariffs exist in the Gambia and Sierra 
Leone and, in addition, special quotas on Japanese 
cotton and artificial silk piece-goods are in force in 
those places. In the Gold Coast and Nigeria there is 
no preferential tariff but quotas exist on all foreign 
piece-goods of cotton or rayon in Nigeria; in the Gold 
Coast these apply also to Empire goods. In both 
Dependencies there are heavy duties on a few goods of 
Japanese origin. 


Tables given in the Report showing the direction of 
the import trade of the four Dependencies indicate 
that in 1936 the United Kingdom enjoyed the following 
percentage of the total import trade:— 


Gambia, 53°60; Sierra Leone, 69°41; Gold Coast, 
54:25; and Nigeria, 58°12. 


If such non-competitive imports as rice, motor spirit, 
and unmanufactured tobacco were left out of considera- 
tion the United Kingdom percentage of the competitive 
trade would be 61°71, 72°91, 56°98, and 60°73 respec- 
tively. While these percentages leave certain margins 
for the expansion of United Kingdom trade, it is diffi- 
cult to point to any one item where a sufficient volume 
of business could be transferred from foreign sources to 
alter considerably the percentage ratio. Rather must 
one look to a variety of lines in which a slightly in- 
creased United Kingdom share might be obtained; in 
the aggregate such increases might markedly improve 
the United Kingdom percentage of the import trade 
of the four Dependencies. 


APPRECIATION OF QuaLIty Goops 


At the present time all of them are enjoying minor 
booms and the African population is more prosperous 
than it has been for several vears. The African on the 
whole is a keen and intelligent buyer and has a good 
sense of values; when money is plentiful he can be 
expected to be discriminating in his purchases and to 
show less partiality for the cheaper goods which he 
has been, perhaps necessarily, importing in recent 
years. This appreciation of the value of quality may 
be expected to re-act in favour of United Kingdom 
goods, 


Import TRADE 


The total imports into the British Dependencies in 
West Africa have expanded during the past two years; 
but although the improvement which was shown in 
1935 continued in 1936, imports did not reach the 
figures of any year between 1925 and 1930 inclusive. 


Imports (exclusive of specie) into each of the four 
Dependencies during the past five years have been as

Conditions in all four Dependencies are more stable 
and satisfactory to-day than they have been since 193 
and, unless anything unforeseen occurs, there appear 
no reason why the year 1937 should not show furthe 
advance on 1936. 

In his Report H.M. Trade Commissioner provides ap 
analysis of the principal imports of commodities int 
the four Dependencies, based on the figures in thei 
trade returns and following the order of tabulation in 
those returns. Since trade and market condition 
vary, each Dependency is dealt with separately for the 
purpose of this analysis. 


Conpuct or Import TRADE: DISAPPEARANCE OF Bartgp 


The import trade of the British West African Depen. 
dencies is conducted mainly by important trading 
companies whose head offices are in the United King. 
dom or on the Continent. United Kingdom interests 
are represented by several important concerns. French, 
Swiss and German companies occupy strong positions 
and one Italian company has several branches. 

The trading companies usually conduct both import 
and export business. A territory is divided for trading 
purposes into sections, and perhaps sub-sections, each 
in charge of at least one European who buys ground. 
nuts, palm kernels, palm oil or cocoa, as the case may 
be, from the natives either directly or through native 
and Syrian brokers. The buying policy is of course 
dictated from the European headquarters, who through 
their principal managers in the territory keep the 
branches advised as to market prices, etc. 

The barter system of trading with the natives has 
disappeared and the crops are paid for in cash, advances 
sometimes being made against the next crop. Some 
of the cash payment is usually spent by the native 
grower at once on imported cottons and other goods, 
but not necessarily at the store of the firm purchasing 
his produce. 


CHARACTER OF NATIVES’ REQUIREMENTS 


While the African’s requirements are limited they 
do in fact vary very much according to his tribe or 
district. It is therefore the practice for the local agent 
in charge of a section to indent for his own stores on 
the head office, though these indents may be super- 
vised by the principal agent or manager in the territory. 
The goods are in due course invoiced direct to the 
section. 


Having regard to the conservatism of the African 
native, the agent is not inclined to attach such impor- 
tance to the introduction of new lines as buyers in other 
markets do. In the case of cotton goods, certainly, 
new designs appear every year, but these are frequently 
only slight variations on patterns which have already 
proved themselves. 

Many cotton prints have been running for 10 or 20 
years and, as the designs are registered, the competi- 
tors of the company which owns a popular registered 
design naturally attempt to produce prints which make 
a similar appeal to the native buyer. So far 48 
packeted goods and other lines bearing trade marks are 
concerned, a particular mark may become so popular 
that the companies which are unable to import that 
brand are driven either to copy the package as closely 
as possible without infringement or to endeavour to 
establish another by a reduction of the price. 


Ture Loca MANAGER 


The local manager, therefore, when preparing his 
indents is influenced chiefly by his knowledge of what 
has been sold successfully by himself and his competi- 
tors during the previous season. From his head office 
he has probably received an assortment of samp'es of 
cloths and other goods and he himself will probably

have collected samples of lines which have been sold 
successfully in his district. He, or one of the Euro- 
pean assistants, may have designed patterns based 
upon either popular types of imported cottons or of the 
aative cloths (for weaving is an important native 
industry in some parts). 

The manager also has to bear in mind the goods 
or which his company holds exclusive agencies in the 
erritory. With this material he prepares his indents 
in February to April for delivery in October to Decem- 
er. These times do not, of course, hold for all 
dasses of imports throughout British West Africa, but 
the main cocoa, oil palm and groundnut crops are 
prought in about December and January, and the 
gason Of lowest trading activity is from May to 
September. 


SyrIAN TRADERS 


There are many Syrian traders in all the principal 
towns of West Africa and their number is increasing. 
They start in a very small way but, by giving close 
attention to business, in which they are actively assisted 
by their families, and by living almost as economically 
as the African, many of them have become serious 
smpetitors of the European companies. 

The Syrians have competed with the Europeans in 
handling West African products and in regard to kola 
nuts and cattle have been remarkably successful; in 
other products their ignorance of the technicalities of 
marketing has operated against their success. As im- 
porters they have been quick to recognise the directions 
in which their best opportunities lie and they have 
specialised mainly in the distribution of fancy textiles 
(uch as rayon fabrics rather than cottons) and 
haberdashery. 

Syrian traders import mainly through buying agents, 
frequently Syrians, in the United Kingdom, France, 
ete. A percentage of their imports is obviously seconds, 
end-of-season goods and job lots. At the present time 
only a few Syrians are doing a direct import trade. 
Their rdle is more that of wholesale distributors and 
retailers. ‘There is a tendency for the large trading 
companies to leave the distribution of some commo- 
dities, as for mstance, foreign rayon piece-goods, to 
the Syrians, : 


Visitrs oF UNITED KINGDOM MANUFACTURERS 


Visits of representatives of United Kingdom firms 
are welcomed by the traders in the Dependencies but 
unless such representatives are travelling all along the 
West Coast it is doubtful whether the results of a visit 
to only one Colony would warrant the expense. There 
are a number of firms not directly connected with any 
European parent company and a visit would assist 
a United Kingdom representative to gauge the nature 
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of the trade and of the trading connections which he 
might establish. The steamship service is such that a 
visitor may find himself compelled to stay in any of the 
Dependencies for ten or more days but, except at 
Bathurst and Freetown, it would take this time 
properly to visit such places as Sekondi, Takoradi and 
Kumasi in the Gold Coast, Kano and Port Harcourt 
in Nigeria and also to interview traders there as well 
as at Accra and Lagos. 


BRITISH POSTAL TRAFFIC 


AVERAGE DAILY RECEIPTS 


The average daily receipts of the Post Office in the 
United Kingdom from postal traffic per working day 
in each month from January 1936 to October 1937 are 
shown below. Telegraph and telephone receipts, 
savings bank and money and postal order business are 
excluded, but the value of postage stamps used for 
receipt stamps and other revenue duties is included. 
The figures form an approximately correct index of 
the movement from month to month of the amount of 
postal traffic handled expressed in terms of postage.

SCALE OF MAXIMUM BREAD PRICES 
Report By tae Foop Councit T0 THE PRESIDENT OF THE 
Boarp or TRADE 
7 16 November 1937 

Sir, 

We received in August last a request from the Joint Price 
Committee of the London bakers’ societies for an increase 
in our scale of maximum bread prices in consequence of a 
substantial increase in the costs of production and distribu- 
tion which had occurred since the scale was last revised in 
1932. The bakers represented that present costs would 
justify an increase of at least 4s. per sack (equivalent to 
3d. per 4-lb. loaf) and they suggested an immediate increase 
of 3s. per sack pending our examination of detailed cost- 
ings. We felt unable to agree to an immediate increase 
without any inquiry, but we undertook to consider the 
bakers’ application as expeditiously as possible on receipt 
of information and accounts in support of it. 

We have not yet received from the London trade sufficient 
information to enable us to reach a definite decision on 
this matter and some further time must necessarily elapse 
before we can bring our inquiry to a satisfactory conclusion. 
The Joint Price Committee have recently represented to us 
that the members of their constituent associations are find- 
ing themselves in a difficult position owing to the increase 
in costs. Our scale fluctuates in accordance with the price 
of flour, but costs other than flour have increased in various 
directions since the scale was last revised in 1932. Informa- 
tion at our disposal indicates definite increases both in 
productive and distributive costs, such increases being 
common to proprietary concerns and to Co-operative 
Societies. In the circumstances we think that it would be 
unreasonable to expect the trade to continue to work on the 
existing scale, which has so far been loyally observed in 
London, and we accordingly propose that a temporary and 
provisional revision should be made in the scale. We wish 
to emphasise that this revision should be regarded as being 
entirely without prejudice to any conclusions which we may 
reach after examining the more comprehensive information 
which we wish the trade to submit, and we must reserve 
the right to modify either upwards or downwards the tem- 
porary increase in the scale which we now propose. 

We have considered such information in regard to costs 
as is at present available to us, and we have at the same 
time borne in mind the fact that early this year we agreed 
to an average increase of 1d. per 4 lb. in the scale of 
charges applicable to bread sold in 1-lb. loaves (see our 
Report of 27 January 1937). In all the circumstances we 
propose that the scale should be provisionally increased by 
3s. per sack of flour. The consequent increase in the price 
of bread will be equivalent, over a period, to 3d. per 4-lb. 
loaf on the average. 

We append a statement showing the existing scale as 
revised by us in 1932 and the scale as modified by this 
temporary revision.

OVERSEA TRADE IN 


The report on the oversea trade of Australia for August 
1937 recently made available by the Commonwealth Statis- 
tician, Canberra, shows that imports of merchandise in 
August 1937 amounted to £stg.8,981,000, as compared with

chandise for the first two months of the trade year 1937-38

with £stg.9,954,000, an increase of £stg.5,044,000 (50-7 per 
cent.).

RAINFALL 


Calcutta, 21 November.—Rainfall has been heavy locally 
and fairly widespread in south-east Madras. 


Crop ConpiTIONs AND OUTLOOK 


Madras, 13 November.—Moderate rain has fallen in the 
south and along the west coast. The sowing of paddy is pro- 
ceeding. Crops, including sugarcane, are in good condition, 
except paddy, which is fair in most places. 


Bihar, 15 November.—No rain has fallen. The condition 
of crops, including sugarcane, is good, except in flooded 
areas in Saran and Bhagalpur. The sowing of rabi is in 
full swing. 


Orissa, 15 November.—No rain has fallen. Rain is needed 
in Cuttack for paddy harvesting. Sugarcane is thriving. 
Linseed and dalua paddy have been sown in Puri. Til and 
cotton are in good condition. 


Punjab, 15 November.—The weather has been dry and no 
change has taken place in the condition of crops. Premature 
opening of bolls of American cotton is reported from Lyall- 
pur. 


Central Provinces, 13 November.—The sky has been clear, 
apart from occasional] clouds. Khariff is in good condition. 
The harvesting of early rice is in full swing. Rabi sowing is 
being completed. Cotton picking is progressing. 


Bengal, 17 November.—The weather has been dry. The 
cultivation of spring crops is in full swing and the harvest- 
ing of early winter paddy has commenced. Crop prospects 
are satisfactory. 


Assam, 22 November.—The weather has been seasonable.

TRADE CONDITIONS AND CROP PROSPECTS 

General trade conditions are quiet. 

Fine rains throughout Barbados are reported by cable, 
but owing to previous dry weather it is expected that the 
coming sugar crop will be short. 

Jamaican banana exports for the year to the end of 
September were 21,091,829 stems, as against 13,640,250 
stems for the same period of 1936. The pimento crop is 
over. The ginger and honey markets remain quiet, with 
nothing offering locally.

The picking of the coffee crop will soon begin jy 
Trinidad, and a fairly good yield is expected. Exports fo, 
the first seven months of the year were 1,539,702 Ibs., an 
increase of 938,395 Ibs. over the same period of 199% 
Asphalt exports for January to August were 58,917 tons, 
compared with 49,207 tons for the same period of 1936, 
Coconut and copra exports for the year to the end of 
August were 2,736,403 nuts and 5,042 tons, respectively, 
as compared with 2,532,300 nuts and 2,892 tons for the 
corresponding period of last year. The export of citry 
products continues to expand; in particular that of grape. 
fruit increased by some 77,000 fruit to 2,848,200 fruit for 
the first eight months of the year. 


As regards the Leeward and Windward Islands, the Lee. 
ward group has experienced some good showers. Banana 
exports from Dominica for this year are expected to reach 
120,000 stems, or approximately 30,000 stems in excess of 
last year. In St. Kitts the sugar canes have greatly in. 
proved. Prospects for the coming sugar crop are satisfac. 
tory in St. Lucia. Arrowroot exports from St. Vincent for 
the crop year October 1936 to September 1937 constituted a 
record of some 34,000 barrels; there are indications that the 
next crop will be early. 

In British Guiana the weather is seasonable for the sugar 
grinding, which is now general on all the estates. Reaping 
of the autumn rice crop has begun and good yields are 
being obtained. Exports of bauxite for the year to the end 
of September amounted to 243,349 tons, showing an in- 
crease of 112,937 tons over the corresponding period of last 
year.—Barclays Bank (Dominion, Colonial and Overseas), 


CANADA 
ONTARIO GOLD ORE MILLINGS 


The Imperial Institute has been informed by its corre- 
sponding member, the Deputy Minister of Mines, Toronto, 
Ontario, that during September 742,357 short tons (of 2,000 
lbs. each) of ore were milled at gold mines in the Province 
of Ontario, valued at 7,182,487 dollars. 


FRUIT SHIPMENTS 


The High Commissioner for Canada in London has been 
officially advised by cablegram from Ottawa of the following 
shipments of Canadian apples and pears to various United 
Kingdom ports between 4 and 10 November :—Apples, 
74,490 boxes, 30,350 barrels, 1,340 half-barrels and 60 
hampers; pears, 98,990 boxes, 36,140 barrels, 10 half-barrels 
and 60 hampers. 

AprLe Exports 

Canadian apple exports during the current shipping 
season down to 3 November totalled 575,582 barrels, 46,730 
half-barrels and 783,849 boxes, as compared with 326,597 


barrels, 34,251 half-barrels and 789,815 boxes during the 
corresponding period of last season. 


SOUTH AFRICA 
TRADE CONDITIONS 


The general managers of the Standard Bank of South 
Africa supply the following information about trade condi- 
tions in the Union of South Africa :— 


Wholesale and retail trade in the Union generally remains 
quietly steady, but less activity is reported at some centres 
owing to drought. Early forecasts of the Christmas shop- 
ping indicate that the volume of business may be unfavour- 
ably influenced by the drought and by the slight hesitancy 
still apparent in internal trade. The value of building 
plans passed at Johannesburg during October was £803,078, 
bringing the total for the first ten months of 1937 to over 
£9,500,000. Activity is being maintained at other centres, 
particularly Durban, and the outlook generally is favour- 
able. Agricultural conditions and prospects are adversely 
affected by the continued dry weather. 


Gotp Output: Ratnway Earnrinos 


The output of gold in the Transvaal in October (26 work- 
ing days) amounted to 983,577 fine ozs., with a value, 
including the premium, on the basis of £7 per fine oz., of 
£6,885,039, as compared with 977,425 fine ozs., with a value, 
on the basis of £7 1s. 6d. per fine oz., of £6,915,282, for 
October 1936 (27 working days). The average daily output 
decreased slightly to 37,830 fine ozs. The number of natives 
employed was 289,250, representing a decrease of 1,972.

The natives are reported to be remaining in country dis- 
tricts awaiting rains to enable them to complete the plough- 
ing of their lands before returning to the Rand, and, owing 
to the drought, no improvement in the labour position is 
expected until next January. 

Railway earnings from 10 October to 6 November totalled 
£2,706,192, or £266,192 above the Budget estimate. Total 
earnings from 1 April to 6 November were £20,296,211, or 
about £1,126,000 above the estimate, as compared with 
£19,141,772 for the corresponding period the previous year. 


Maize, Woot, Hives, Etc. 


Export demand for maize has been stimulated by the 
reduction in freight rates, but buyers are exercising caution 
regarding their commitments, and holders are reluctant to 
release stocks, as the immediate outlook of the market is 
uncertain, and latest reports indicate that yields may be 
adversely affected by a continuance of the present dry 
weather. 

Wool is meeting with fair competition, chiefly on German 
account, but markets are overshadowed by the unsettled 
position overseas, and prices are easier. 

Quotations for hides are generally weaker, but competi- 
tion for wet-salted descriptions at the last sales improved, 
and a firmer market is expected. Merino skins are slightly 
lower, but all the offerings are being cleared. Capeskins 
are also easier. Coarse wools are firm. Goatskins and 
angoras are in good demand, but prices show a slight decline 


Demand for ostrich feather body goods is maintained but 
wings are neglected. 


Wattle bark and extract are unchanged. 


Wholesale and retail soft goods are quietly steady. No 
material change is apparent in the secondary industries.

CUBA 


ECONOMIC IMPROVEMENT AND TRADE WITH 
THE UNITED KINGDOM 


The improvement in Cuba’s economic situation* first 
apparent in 1934 has since shown a steady expansion. The 
change may be attributed in part to freedom from major 
political and labour disturbances, but more especially to the 
higher prices obtained by Cuba for her sugar in the United 
States market as a result of a lower rate of duty and fixed 
quotas. 

This improvement has been reflected in the increased 
Budget revenues which have been still further augmented 
by income from other sources. The present cost of main- 
taining Government services, however, has absorbed the 
greater part of this increase and only an_ insignificant 
amount has so far been made available for work of a con- 
structive nature. 

The island’s dependence upon the sugar crop as the main- 
stay of its economic welfare continues undiminished and 
may, in some measure, be said to have increased owing to 
the marked decline in tobacco exports during the last’ five 
years. The present era of restricted production makes 
such dependence particularly unfortunate as regards the 
employment of labour and there is the further disadvantage 
that the successful continuance of the sugar industry itself 
is entirely contingent upon the treatment accorded it by 
the United States Government. 


Foreign TRADE 


The volume of Cuban exports has steadily increased during 
the past three years, 1936 marking an increase of 43 per 
cent. over 1934 and of over 92 per cent, in comparison with 
1932. Exports for the first five months of 1937 show an 
increase of 18,513,592 pesos, equal to 23 per cent. over the 
same period of 1936. This improvement, one of value rather 
than quantity, is due chiefly to the distinctly better prices 
prevailing for Cuban sugar in the United States market. 

Of the total exports for 1936, sugar, molasses and syrups 
constitute 82 per cent. and the products of the sugar and

tobacco industries together 87-9 per cent. The value of all 
other products exported in 1936 was 14,602,000 pesos, as 
compared with 15,384,000 pesos in 1927. Tobacco exports in 
1936 reached the lowest figure in 34 years, with the excep- 
tion of 1932, when production was delayed by strikes. 
During the first half of 1937, however, exports of Cuban 
leaf to the United States showed a distinct improvement. 

The increase in the value of Cuba’s exports is reflected in 
her imports which for 1936 were 40 per cent. higher than 
in 1934. The United States increased its percentage from 
56 per cent. of the total in 1934 to 64-4 per cent. in 1936. 
Imports from Japan declined from 3,136,000 pesos in 1934 
to 652,000 pesos in 1936. Germany increased her share from 
3-9 per cent, in 1934 to 4-6 per cent. in 1936, this increase 
representing a value of 1,892,588 pesos. The value of the 
increase in United Kingdom exports to Cuba for the same 
period was 1,154,985 pesos. 

Foodstufs continue to constitute the most important item 
of imports, amounting in 1936 to 27,380,727 pesos, equal to 
over 26} per cent. of the total. There was a notable increase 
in 1936 in the value of imports under the group ‘‘ machinery, 
instruments and motor vehicles,’’ which amounted to 
11,786,000 pesos, as compared with 5,100,000 pesos in 1934. 


TRADE WITH THE UNITED KincGpom 


Of the value of Cuba’s exports to all countries other than 
the United States in 1936, exports to the United Kingdom 
represented over 60 per cent. and amounted to 20,002,232 
pesos. Of this figure, exports of cigars and leaf amounted 
to 2,480,257 pesos, the balance consisting almost entirely of 
raw sugar and sugar cane products. ‘The extent to which 
the island’s sugar and tobacco industries are dependent 
upon the United Kingdom market may be appreciated from 
the fact that the tonnage of raw sugar now exported to the 
United Kingdom is nearly 25 per cent. of Cuba’s present 
production, and that the value of the United Kingdom’s 
purchases of Havana cigars represents almost 60 per cent. 
of the total value of Cuba’s yearly cigar exports, 

Imports from the United Kingdom in 1936 were valued 
at 5,096,134 pesos, an increase of 24-1 per cent. over the 
previous year. Textiles and thread represented a value of 
3,179,400 pesos. Imports for the first half of 1937 show a 
still further increase, amounting to 692,815 pesos, or more 
than 25 per cent., as compared with the first half of 1936. 
An analysis of Cuba’s imports from the United Kingdom 
is shown in an appendix to the Report. 

The average annual value of all United Kingdom goods 
other than textile and thread exported to Cuba during 
1934, 1935 and 1936 was 1,115,100 pesos. As this is distri- 
buted over a wide variety of products the value of the trade 
in any one article is relatively small. In cotton goods the 
yardage imported from the United Kingdom in 1936 was 
12-3 millions as compared with 9-1 millions in 1935. In 
woollen goods the United Kingdom continues to supply the 
greater part of the demand, the volume having increased 
during the last two years. On rayon the United States has 
a Tariff preference of 60 per cent., but nevertheless the 
United Kingdom has been able to obtain a certain amount 
of business in very low-priced prints. In linen drills, ducks 
and tropical suitings the United Kingdom fully maintains 
its dominant position. 

The United Kingdom supplies about 12 per cent. of Cuba’s 
imports of iron and steel goods, and is obtaining a fair 
share of the trade in diesel type motors. She continues to 
dominate the market in semi-porcelain tableware, and 
sanitary-ware of United Kingdom make has latterly 
obtained a good foothold in the market. 


ESTONIA 
BUTTER AND EGG EXPORTS 


According to the Fortnightly Economic Bulletin issued 
by the Estonian Legation in London, exports of butter 
during the first ten months of 1937 were about 22 per cent. 
above the level for the same period of 1936. The shipments 
of butter in October were particularly heavy owing to the 
warm weather conditions having prolonged the pasture 
season, good fodder crop and higher prices on the world 
markets. The total export of butter during the ten months 
under review totalled 222,243 cwts., as against 181,877 
ewts. a year earlier. Of these totals the United Kingdom 
took 135,059 ewts., as compared with 103,707 cwts. in 1936, 
while Germany’s share amounted to 83,699 ewts. and 75,236 
ewts., respectively. 

Eco SHIPMENTS 

Exports of eggs during the first ten months of 1937 showed 
a decline of 8 per cent. as compared with 1936. This de- 
crease may be attributed to higher home consumption and 
a stricter selection and grading of eggs for export in con- 





—— 
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nection with the reorganisation of the export trade. Th 
total export in the ten months under review amounted ty 
322,077 great hundreds, as against 350,313 great hundreds 
in 1936. The United Kingdom took 44,610 and German 
274,767 great hundreds, as compared with 141,831 and 
171,987 great hundreds, respectively, in 1936.

As compared with September 1936 
imports and exports have risen in value by 38-28 per cent. 
and 17:4 per cent., respectively. 

For the first nine months of the current year imports and 
exports totalled 3,782-35 million dinars and 4,551-87 million 
dinars, respectively, an increase in the former of 841°5 
million dinars, or 28-61 per cent., and in the latter of 
1,713-96 million dinars, or 60-39 per cent., over the figures 
recorded for the corresponding period of 1936. 

In the month of September exports exceeded imports by 
103-6 million dinars, whereas in the nine months’ period 
exports exceeded imports by 769-5 million dinars. In the 
first nine months of 1936 imports exceeded exports by 
102-9 million dinars.

(b) Hoods or shapes which are, in the opinion of the 
Revenue Commissioners, either suitable for use in the 
manufacture of hats suitable for wear by women or 
suitable for use in the manufacture of hats suitable for 
wear by girls and (in either case) have, in the opinion 
aforesaid been subjected to any process of blocking, 
shaping, cutting, or to any other process of manu- 
facture. 


The prohibition does not apply to such hats and caps as 
are defined in the following paragraphs :— 
Articles which: 

(a) are made wholly or mainly of one or a combina- 
tion of two or more of the following fabrics, that is to 
say, fabric which is woven fabric or is knitted fabric or 
is lace and (in any case) consists wholly or mainly of 
wool, cotton, hair, flax, jute, ramie, hemp, silk or 
artificial silk or of a combination of any two or more 
of these materials, er 


(Lb) are made wholly or mainly of leather or of skin 
or of imitation leather or imitation skin or of a con- 
bination of any two or more of those materials, or 


(c) are made wholly or mainly of fur, or 

(d) are made wholly or mainly of rubber or of imita- 
tion rubber or of any proofed material or of a combina- 
tion of any two or more of those substances ; 

(e) are guards or protectors and are designed, con- 
structed, and intended for use in a game or sport. 


2. Hats and caps which are shown, to the satisfaction of 
the Revenue Commissioners, to be imported :— 


(a) Solely for use as articles of fancy dress ; 

(b) For use exclusively in a stage play or other 
dramatic or musical representation or performance.

supplies of locally made cheddar cheese, it has been found 
necessary to permit the importation from Empire sources 
of such limited quantity of cheddar cheese as, in the opinion 
of the Government, will meet the requirements of the 
Colony until stocks of Southern Rhodesian cheddar cheese 
are available. The Notice also states that the importer 
must apply to the Department of Agriculture and Lands 
for a permit stating, inter alia, the quantity desired, the 
name and address of the consignor and the country of origin. 


The Board of Trade have also received a copy of Govern- 
ment Notice No. 730, dated 29 October 1937, which 
authorises the suspension of the whole of the Customs duty 
payable on ‘‘ Cheese made from milk or cream from which 
no fat has been abstracted, and to which no animal or 
vegetable fat has been added,’’ classified under Tariff item 8 
(a), and when imported from the United Kingdom and the 
British Empire generally. 


UNION OF SOUTH AFRICA 
DUMPING DUTY ON CEMENT

cement (other than waterproofed Portland cement, coloured 
cement mixture, white Portland cement, red rapid-harden- 
ing Portland cement and coloured Portland cement) im- 
ported into the Union of South Africa from Belgium.

cUSTOMS DUTIES ON CHAIR SEATINGS AND 
CHAIR BACKS OF BIRCHWOOD 
(AGREEMENT WITH ESTONIA) 


A Supplementary Agreement, dated 2 November 1937, to 
the Commercial Treaty between Germany and Estonia pro- 
sides for the following amendment to the German Customs 
tariff, with effect as from 8 November 1937 : — 


625 (Furniture and parts thereof, coarse [not upholstered], 
not veneered, of soft wood) :— 

Revised Note.—Zhe conventional duties on chair 
seatings and chair backs, of birchwood, viz. : 8 Rm. 
or 12 Rm. per 100 kilogs. (rough or worked) shall only 
apply to a quantity equal to 165 (formerly 110) per 
cent. of the quantity of goods classified under No. 625 
which, according to German official import returns, 
was, during the year 1933, imported into the German 
Customs territory from the particular contracting 
State or State entitled to the most-favoured-nation, 
clause. 

Clearance at the conventional rates is permissible, 
at the option of the particular contracting State or 
State entitled to the most-favoured-nation clause, 
through Custom-houses specified for the State con- 
cerned, by the Minister of Finance, under agreements 
entered into between the States, or else, without desig- 
nation of any specified Custom-houses, on production 
of contingent warrants issued or certified by a German 
Custom-house, according to agreement made with the 
Government of the Reich. In cases where clearance 
is confined to specified Custom-houses, admission at 
the conventional rates can only take place—where an 
agreement has been made to that effect with the State 
concerned—on production of a contingent warrant 
issued by a department of the particular contracting 
State or State entitled to the most-favoured-nation 
clause. 


CUSTOMS TARIFF MODIFICATIONS 


The ‘‘ Deutscher Reichsanzeiger’’ of 3 November 1937 
ontains an Order, dated 1 November 1937 and effective as 
irom 11 November 1937, which provides that timber for 
wuilding and industrial purposes of the kind included in 
Nos. 74 to 76 of the German Customs Tariff, not exceeding 
250 metres long, for the manufacture of mechanical wood 
pulp (wood paste) or chemical wood pulp (cellulose) may be 
imported into Germany free of duty, subject to Customs 
control (Tariff No. 86). 

Nore.—Tariff No. 86 formerly read :— 

Logs, even with the bark and bast removed (peeled 
white), not more than 2-50 metres long and not more 
than 30 cm. thick at the thinner end, also stumps, for 
the manufacture of mechanical (wood paste) or chemi- 
cal (cellulose) wood pulp, under Customs control— 
duty free. 


The same Order also empowers the Minister of Finance 
‘o grant, in special cases, exceptions from the duty on 
polished rice (Tariff No. 163). 


ROUMANIA 
CONSUMPTION TAX 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that a Customs 
Circular No. 260,919 was issued on 27 October, under the 
terms of which a consumption tax of 2 lei per kilogramme 
8 levied upon rags (of vegetable textiles) imported into 
Roumania under Tariff No. 728. This tax is additional to 
all the import duties and taxes in force. 


TAX ON EXPORTS OF PETROLEUM PRODUCTS 


H.M. Representative at Bucharest reports that a Customs 
Cireular (No. 279,011) was issued on 5 November, under the 
terms of which the 12 per cent. ad valorem tax on petroleum 
products exported from Roumania is to be calculated either 
on the value of the invoice, the value fixed under the 
Unitary Tariff for the Luxury and Turnover Tax, or the 
price established by the Price Control Committee, whichever 
is the highest.

IMPORT DUTIES ACT, 1932 AND 
FINANCE ACT, 1933 
RETURNS FOR 1938 

Whereas it is provided by sub-section (1) of Section 9 of 
the Import Duties Act, 1932 (22 Geo. 5, ch. 8), that, with 
a view to obtaining information as to the condition and 
progress of trades and industries engaged in the manufac 
ture in the United Kingdom of goods of a class or descrip- 
tion which, if they were imported into the United Kingdom, 
would be chargeable with a duty of Customs under Part I 
of that Act, the Board of Trade may, before the commence- 
ment of the year nineteen hundred and thirty-three and 
any subsequent year, publish in the Gazette notice that 
they will require returns in relation to that year in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the said section: 

And whereas it is provided by sub-section (7) of Section 9 
and by sub-section (2) of Section 20 of the Finance Act, 
1933, that Section 9 of the Import Duties Act, 1932, shall 
have effect as if references to a duty of Customs chargeable 
under Part I of that Act included references to a duty of 
Customs chargeable under Section 9 of the Finance Act, 
1933, a duty of Customs chargeable under Section 3 of the 
Finance Act, 1925, and a duty of Customs chargeable under 
the Safeguarding of Industries Act, 1921: 

Now therefore the Board of Trade in exercise of the 
powers conferred on them by Section 9 of the Import Duties 
Act, 1932, as extended by Sections 9 and 20 of the Finance 
Act, 1933, hereby give notice that they will require returns 
in relation to the year 1938 to be delivered to them 
accordance with the provisions of the first above-mentioned 
Section in respect of the manufacture in the United King- 
dom of goods of any class or description which, if they were 
imported into the United Kingdom, would be chargeable 
with a duty of Customs under any of the enactments follow-
